PASS THE JONES PROPOSAL 
We think our able Representative to Congress, 
Paul C. Jones, has proposed an excellent solution 
to the reapportionment problems which now face 
Missouri and which threaten to face every state 
in the nation. 
Given any ieaera! bench with a 
technical mind that defies logic or understanding 
of the legislative process, a state could find 
itself in the same deplorable mess that now 
threatens to engulf Missouri — federal court 


orders to reapportion with insufficient time to 
follow common sense and traditional procedures. 
What Rep. Jones proposed, in a speech the other 
day on the floor of the U. S. House, is that Con­ 
gress enact some figure of allowable population 
variance between the state’s Congressional dis­ 
tricts. 
This makes sense, for in the absence of such 
a figure, the various courts across the nation 
are being permitted to set their own figures— 
and this is clearly a violation of legislative 
prerogative. 
The federal court in Kansas City, with two 
hair-splitters currently on the bench, has said 
that a population variance of four per cent is 
too much. 
There have been indications the court in Kansas 
City feels the figure should be one per cent or less. 
But who gives two former lawyers now wearing 
black robes the power to set this figure? 
Certainly not the U.S. nor Missouri constitutions. 
Congress, clearly, has a right to set the popula­ 
tion variance figure, and legislative bodies would 
then clearly have an obligation to follow this 
figure. 
We 
suepect 
the 
state legislatures 
would welcome such a figure, for under present 
conditions, the lawmakers have no clear-cut 
guidelines and once their plan is adopted, they 
only hope a majority of the federal judges will 
agree with them. 
But what if the judges don’t agree with them? 
They didn’t in Missouri, and the result was a 
federal court order, demanding that the time- 
consuming, politically-difficult process be done 
again. 
A figure could, as Rep. Jones argued, be a r­ 
rived at through debate in the Congress. Then, 
with Congressional and Presidential authority, 
the state legislatures could embark upon the 
reapportionment seas with some assurance that 
the work they were doing would meet court ap­ 
proval. 
There are no guidelines now—and those 
that have been set are arbitrarily arrived at by 
men who have little or no understanding of the 
legislative process. 
As Rep. Jones noted in a speech on the floor of 
the House the other day, the Tenth Congressional 
District has been reapportioned four tim es— 
twice the number called for by the U.S. Consti­ 
tution. 
This points up, as clearly as any fact, 
the degree to which the judiciary has moved into 
the legislative process, 
It also helps citizens 
to understand the extent to which the federal 
courts have disrupted both the legislative pro­ 
cess in state capitols and the degree to which 
they have disrupted the process of selecting can­ 
didates for the Congress. 
We urge Rep. Jones to pursue his suggestion, 
and we urge those of our readers who serve 
in the House and Senate to assist our Tenth Dis­ 
trict Congressman in his quest for orderly 
conditions within the several states. - 
If the federal courts are permitted to continue 
their ham-stringing of the legislative and elec­ 
tive process, we soon will be turning over to 
political court appointees the same powers that 
were originally—and still are—delegated to the 
states and the voters.

Hippies May Spawn Next 
Great Religious Revival 


By D A VID PO LIN G 


How do vou get people to think seriously about religion? 
Bernard Shaw struggled with that question and finally wrote 
a bitter plav. "The Adventures of the Black Girl.” It was so 
offensive that many of his friends found it difficult to give 
him any support or encouragement. Later, he sought to ex­ 
plain his excess when he wrote to the Sisters of Stanbrook 
Abbey, an order that had given him comfort and hope over 
the years. 
“ In the outside world from which you have escaped,” wrote 
the playwright, “ it is necessary to shock people violently to 
make them think seriously about religion, and my ways were 
too rough. But that was how I was inspired.” 
Perhaps that was the greatest value of the God-is-Dead 
school of theology. This group of radical theologians jarred 
the complacency of the religious scene for more than a year. 
Time magazine gave them a cover. Television carried inter­ 
views and arguments. Several books made the best-seller 
list. Now it is all over. The public would be hard-pressed to 
name two or three professors and clergymen who made such 
a splash in saying that God is dead. However, those men did 
force millions to ask themseves in what way God was alive 
and working in their lives and in His world. 
The hippies are the religious shockers now. The serious 
hippies—not the poor, runaway teen-agers—have become an 
em barrassm ent and threat to the religious establishment. 
Their style of dress, mode of living seems much closer to the 
poverty *of the New Testam ent than the luxurious cathedrals 
of Fifth Avenue or the black limousines of the bishops. 
Their protests of the war, the self-denial in ordinary com ­ 
fort and conveniences, the looking after the lonely and the 
runaways seem to be pretty close to the saintly people found 
in the four gospels. 
Milton Himmelfarb, an executive of the American Jewish 
Committee, offered this comment on the approach taken by 
the Flower people; 
‘‘What is new . . . and unfamiliar is the hippies’ thirst for 
spirituality, for religion . . . for a wholeness of experience . . . 
They are not saying that religion or spirituality or even that 
horrible word, mysticism, are a lot of baloney. They are say­ 
ing that they respect those things and may even want to have 
them for them selves.” 
In this respect, the beard-and-sandal group is in much 
more tension with the religious establishment than, say, the 
cashm ere sweater, color television crowd. For those who rep­ 
resent the church are measured against a standard for the 
whole world to read: The Bible. There it is—the plans, guide­ 
lines, and standards of the Christian life. The hippie starts 
reading scripture aloud and sensitive souls within the church 
begin to blush. 
It would not surprise me at all to have historians w rite a 
hundred years from now that the hippie movement in Am er­ 
ica was one of the prim ary reasons for the church’s re ­ 
examination of its own goals and concerns in the world’s 
most affluent society. As they say, J. C. is for us! 


both able 
then, in a free society, the gov- 
ernment must of necessity as­ 
sume the responsibility and act 
as the employer.”

2. Almost every person with 
any skill or competence who 
wants to work has a job. 
3. Our newspapers are filled 
with ads offering jobs to 
competent persons. 
4. Most of our unemployment 
is within the ranks of rela­ 
tively uneducated and un­ 
skilled youth. 
.I. Most of these latter could be 
working if minimum w-age 
laws and union rules did not 
insist upon a wage in excess 
of their earning capacity. 
6. If these people were allowed 
to work at apprentice wages 
while acquiring skills and 
experience, they could earn 
something while preparing 
themselves for better wages. 
7. No employer can long afford 
to pay a wage in excess of i 
the productive capacity of 
the worker. 
8. Unemployment is caused by 
laws and union rules which 
demand that this be done. 
Unemployment is, therefore, 
not the fault of the private 
sector, but is caused by laws 
and union rules. 
The Coalition urged the nation 
“to take bold and immediate ac­ 
tion to fulfill the national need to 
provide a decent home and a suit­ 
able living environment for every 
American family.” “ Very well,” 
say multitudes of people. “ We 
will sit down and wait for the 
government ‘to provide a decent 
home and a suitable environment 
for 
every 
American 
family.” 
Multitudes will see no reason to 
work hard and long to provide 
a home for themselves when the 
government will do it for them.

Hippies May Spawn Next 
Great Religious Revival 


By DAVID P O L IN G 


How do you get people to think seriously about religion? 
Bernard Shaw struggled with that question and finally wrote 
a bitter play. “ The Adventures of the Black G irl." It was so 
offensive that many of his friends found it difficult to give 
him any support or encouragement. Later, he sought to ex­ 
plain hts excess when he wrote to the Sisters of Stanbrook 
Abbey, an order that had given him comfort and hope over 
the years. 
"In the outside w orld from w hich you have escape J," wrote 
the playwright, “ it is necessary to shock people violently to 
make them think seriously about religion, and my ways were 
too rough. But that was how I was inspired," 
Perhaps that was the greatest value of the God-is-Dead 
school of theology. This group of radical theologians jarred 
the complacency of the religious scene for more than a year. 
Time magazine gave them a cover. Television carried inter­ 
views and arguments. Several books made the best-seller 
list. Now it is all over. The public would be hard-pressed to 
name two or three professors and clergymen who made such 
a splash in saying that God is dead. However, those men did 
force millions to ask themseves in what way God was alive 
and working in their lives and in His world. 
The hippies are the religious shockers now. The serious 
a 


les—not the poor, runaway teen-agers—have become an 
arrassm ent and threat to the religious establishment. 
Their style of dress, mode of living seems much closer to the 
poverty of the New Testament than the luxurious cathedrals 
of Fifth Avenue or the black limousines of the bishops. 
Their protests of the war, the self-denial in ordinary com­ 
fort and conveniences, the looking after the lonely and the 
runaways seem to be pretty close to the saintly people found 
in the four gospels. 
Milton Himmelfarb, an executive of the American Jewish 
Committee, offered this comment on the approach taken by 
the Flower people: 
"What is new . . . and unfamiliar is the hippies’ thirst for 
spirituality, for religion . . . for a wholeness of experience . . . 
They are not saying that religion or spirituality or even that 
horrible word, mysticism, are a lot of baloney. They are say­ 
ing that they respect those things and may even want to have 
them for them selves." 
In this respect, the beard-and-sandal group is in much 
more tension with the religious establishment than, say, the 
cashmere sweater, color television crowd. For those who rep­ 
resent the church are measured against a standard for the 
whole world to read: The Bible. There it is -the plans, guide­ 
lines, and standards of the Christian life. The hippie starts 
reading scripture aloud and sensitive souls within the church 
begin to blush. 
It would not surprise me at all to have historians write a 
hundred years from now that the hippie movement in Amer­ 
ica was one of the primary reasons for the church’s re­ 
examination of its own goals and concerns in the world’s 
most affluent society. As they say, J. C. is for us!

By 
the time he had finished serving 
his time he had become an au­ 
thority.
